Small Potatoe Rot. 

This disease is prevailing yery fatally in 
our State. Within a short period it has carried 
off five anti-Benton newspapers and already 
two more are in the last stage of decomposi- 
tion. This is more than half of the entirecrop 
which was constituted, at best, of exceed- 
ing sinafl potatoes with very fewto the hill. 
We know not whether it is fortunate or oth- 
erwise, but the prospect at present is, that 
there will be none left for seed, The cause 
of this fatal rot is undoubtedly constitutional 
The soil, from which the aforesaid “small 
potatoes”’ sprung, was official corruption; 
they hadtheir growth in corruption; and 
their nature must therefore be thoroughly 
corrupt, No wonder, then, that the disease is 
so malignant. : 

Leaving the agricultural aspect of the 
subject, the ‘Liberty Platform,” one of the 
sinking anti-Benton sheets, gives a most de- 
plorable account of its finances in the last 
number.

After 
retireing for a few minutes, the eommitto repor- 
ted a preamble and resvlutions. The preamble, 
Ist anil 2nd, resolutions were adopted as repo 
ted with but one slight nmeadment, the 3d resolu- 
tion after haying boen materially changed was 
adopted, as it appoars below, by asmall majority, 
after considerable discusion:

the Union for so many years, should be settled now 
and forever. nnd wherns itis the duty «f good 
citizona to do all which may lay in their power to 
effect this object, thorefore Resolved, 

Ist. That Gon. Gatewood-having taken initin- 


000 acres of land heretofore reseryed to certain 
Indian tribes west of the Missouri river, a portion 
of which borders.on eur state, he merits and 
should receive the hearty thanks and approval 
of all our citizens; and we take his course as a 
preenrsor of the futuro policy of tho national ad- 
ministration regarding the admission of Nebraska 
the “Queen of the prairies.” 

2ad. That as tho territory of the United “States | 
is the common property of the whole people, all are

Operations atjLso Choo. 

Bayard Taylor, in a letter published in the New 
York Tribune of Wednesday, supplies somo inter- 
esting particulars in relation to Com, Perry’s op- 
erations at Loo Choo Island. The account was 
prepared some time since, bat witheld from pub- 
lication at Com. Porry’s request. It ig now made 
public with his consent. “We oxtract the conela- 
ding portion: 

Considering the advantages which the Island of 
Loo Choo offered, as a temporary nayal. station 
and rendenzvous for she squadron—its proximity 
to Japan; its temperate and healthy climate; ite 
reafoteness from jealous watchfulness of rival na- 
tions—Commodore Perry made the following de- 
mands of the Regent: lst. That the Government 
should lease him a building suitable for a conl de- 
pot; 2d, That the markets of Napa should be 
thrown open to us, and the natives be allowed to 
deal directly with us without the tedious and un- 
satisfactory agency of the official purveyors; 3d, 
That the system of espionage to which we had 
been subjected should be relinquished in future; 
and 4th, That the fiovernment would make a col- 
lection of tho articles manufactured in the island,

The fair was attended 
by all the officers who could be spared {rom 
the vessels and as they were all anxious to 
procare some souvenir ofthe island sales were 
brisk and rapid and most of the articles went 
offat a premium, We computed that there 
were al least a hundred dollars spent on the 
occasion. ‘Ihe steamers were under sailing 
ordera, andthe activity that prevailed on 
our part seemed to puzzle and bewilder the 
deliberate and impassive T.oo-Chooans, — 
Such avidity to purchase, such apparent 
reclessneas of expenditure, were quite be- 
yond their comprehension. They lost ‘‘the 
rua” of vs, and looked on in helldesa amaze- 
ment, trusting to fate for the final balance to 
show a preponderance in their favor, 

Thus, whatever may be tho issue of the negotia- 
tions with Japan, Commodore Perry has opened 
Loo Choo, its most important dependency. At 
the same time, by his purchase of the tract of 
land best adapted for # coal depot, on Port Lloyd, 
in the Bemin Islands, he has secured to the United 
States the only available station in the Western 
Pacific for a line of steamers beiween China and 
California, Honolula and Port Lloyd are ths 
natural stopping places on the route between San 
Francisco and Shanghai. For the first, coal may 
bo transported from Oregon and Vancouver’s Is- 
lands; for the second, f om the Japanese island of 
Kinsin, less than five hundred miles distant. Loo 
Choo lies too fur south for the route to Shanghai, 
but that to Hong Kong pasgos near it. Its com- 
merce is too triding to be an object of considera- 
tion; but as a nayal station or a port for supplies, 
it hae speny things to recommend it, andthe atep 
which has been made toward bringing it into the 
list of lands which are open to intercourse with 
the civilized world, deserves to be neopnies 


dent amusement.
